Needs Must Be Met, Agen- 
cy Rules, Even if It 
Means Delay or Suspen- 
sion of Civilian Goods 
Production. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (AP).— 
American industry henceforth 
must accept al! war supply orders 
for domestic defense needs or anti- 
Axis nations, ever. though it means 
a delay or suspension in the pro- 
duction of civilian goods. 

In the past a manufacturer was 
free to accept or refuse such or- 
ders, as he saw fit, but the Office 
of Production Management yester- 
day issued a new regulation which 
makes the acceptance of those or- 
ders mandatory. 

The regulation said the manda- 
tory acceptance applied not only 
to the purchases made by the United 
States army, navy or other Gov- 
ernment defense agencies, but also 
to purchases by Great Britain, Bel- 
gium, China, Greece, The Nether- 
lands, Norway, Poland, Russia and 
Yugoslavia. It likewise included 
Government orders for delivery to 
any nation in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. 

Although the official statement 
did not state how recalcitrant 
cases would be dealt with, it was 
indicated that manufacturers re- 
fusing to take such orders would 
be cut off from the raw material 
supply which they need for regular 
civilian production. 

President Roosevelt signed a 
proclamation placing under export 
control all military equipment, mu- 
nitions and component parts, ma- 
chinery, tools or materials, or sup- 
plies necessary for their manu- 
facture, servicing or operation, 
which had not been made subject 
to such control by previous proc- 
lamations. 

Acting under the proclamation, 
the Export Control Administration 
issued a schedule prescribing the 
forms, conversions and derivatives 
of the additional articles placed 
under control. These included nu- 
merous animal products and vege- 
table products, textile fibers and 
manufactures. 

“General licenses,” a White 
House statement said, “will be is- 
sued covering the exportation of 
these commodities from the United 
States, its territeries and posses- 
sions, but not from the Philippine 
Islands. 


“This will not include exports to.

—The Navy, in its biggest peace- 
time hid for manpower, today made 
its recruiting objective. 13,000 
men a month fer the rest of the 
year and 15,000 monthly thereafter.

The objectives were named by 
Capt. F. E. M. Whiting, director 
of recruiting, who announced that 


| by October the Navy would carry 


its small-town newspaper advertis- 
ing campaign into 13 more states 
—Nebraska, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Ten- 
nessee and Mississippi. 

Capt. Whiting said the eight- 
week advertisement series which 
‘Closes this week in Missouri, Iowa 
and Indiana resulted in a 100 per 
cent increase in navy and naval 
reserve enlistments over the May 
totals in those states. 

While acknowledging this to be 
a “considerable” increase, he said 
the results were “by no means con- 
clusive” and the Navy had not 
yet decided whether to expand the 
campaign to nation-wide scope. 

The operating force plan for 
1942 has been revised to call for 
369,000 enlisted men, regulars and 
reserves by next June 30, instead 
of the 258,000 originally scheduled. 

The sea forces are now at a total 
strength of 283,143 officers and 
men, only a few thousand short of 
the number in January, 1918, when 
the nation had been at war for 
nine months. The United States 
Marine Corps, as of Aug. 1, num- 
bered 57,788 officers and men, and 
the operating force plan now calls 
for 75,000 in uniform by next June. 

Effectiveness of the newspaper

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BRITISH DRIVEN BACK TWICE 
BEFORE TAKING IRANIAN CITY

Reporter Tells of Indian Troops Fighting in 
130-Degree Heat — Battles in Streets 
of Ports. |

WITH THE BRITISH FORCES 
IN IRAN, Aug 27 (delayed), (AP). 
Fighting across flat desert and 
marshlands in 130-degree heat, In- 
dian troops led by British officers 
were in control today of Iran’s 
three main outlets to the sea, 
Khorramshahr, Abadan and Ban- 
dar Shapur. 

The dark-skinned imperial troops 
crossed into Iran from Basra, Iraq, 
at dawn Monday in their advance 
toward the rich Iranian oil fields. 

No Iranian planes have inter- 
fered with Indian progress. Royal 
Air Force attacks on a Persian 


fairfield caused destruction of a 


number of planes and it was be- 
lieved the country’s air force was 
eliminated. | 

Taking Abadan was not easy. 
The city lies on an island and the 
Iranians damaged a ferry connect- 
ing it with the mainland. Twice 
British attacks were turned back 
by Iranians equipped with ma- 
chine guns, mortars and mountain 
artillery. 

Street Fighting. 

The Colonel commanding the 
landing of troops on the island by 
improvised boats was wounded al- 
most the moment he set foot in 
Abadan. The Iranians fought in 
the streets throughout Abadan, but 
its big oil refinery was taken in- 
tact. 

Troops attacking Bandar Sha- 
pur also encountered street fight- 
ing, but the Indians soon got the 
better of their opponents. 

Some 700 Iranian prisoners in 
bright yellowish khaki uniforms 


already have been sent back to 
Basra. Iranian casualties appeared 
to be several hundreds while Brit- 
ish losses seemed not so high. 

A company of Indian troops was 
reported landed by. air in the oil 
fields to protect British employes 
of the Anglo-Iranian Oil Co. 

Naval Action. 

The Iranian navy was destroyed 
in the first four hours of fighting. 
Two sloops were sunk and the rest 
of the fleet of three gunboats and 
one depot ship were taken after a 
fierce battle in the Shatt-El-Arab 
River and the Karun River which 
runs into it. The Iranian boats 
were attacked from land as well 
as from sea. 

Indian troops moved downstream 
from Basra, where the Tigris and 
Euphrates join to form the broad 
Shatt-El-Arab, after dusk Sunday 
to start the attack Monday morn- 
ing. Others moved eastward out 
of Basra during the night across 
long pontoon bridges. 

Admiral Bayendor, head of the 
Iran navy, was surprised in his 
home at Khorramshahr by the at- 
tack. He went to an army post, 
grabbed a rifle and kept up firing 
until bullets from a tommy gun 
got him. He was accorded full 
military honors at a funeral which 
high British officers attended. 

Iranian troops offered stiff, but 
short-lived resistance at several 
points, but in Southern Iran the 
population welcomed the British. 
Inhabitants of this region are 
Arabs, rather than Iranians, and 
many resent the present Shah’s 
smashing of the Arab tribal sys- 
tem.

“It 
would have been no real deter- 
rent. But I think that a $200 
tax will eliminate 99 per cent 
of such gambling machines.” 

Clark said he was motivated 
in part by reading about an in- 
vestigation of gambling slot 
machines in Kansas City where 
children sent to the store gam- 
bled away the money they had 
been given for féod or clothing.

WEATHER BUREAU HEAD. HERE 


Assistant Who Takes Moxom’s 
Piace When He Goes East Has 
Been in Office Since 1920. 
Henry C. Gross, a member of 
the St. Louis Weather Bureau staff 
since 1920, will take over the office 
in the Federal Building tomorrow, 
as “acting official in charge,” upon 
the departure of Meteorologist Wal- 
ter J. Moxom, who has been as- 
signed to a new post in the Hast. 
Gross, who for years has held the 
rank of assistant meteorologist, 
may be in charge for several 
months or longer, pending a field 

reorganization of the bureau, 

He is 67 years old and will be 
eligible for retirement next Jan. 
1 and must be retired by 1943. 
Hence he has not been considered 
for permanent appointment to 
head the St. Louis office. Three 
other men in the bureau’s service 
elsewhere have rejected a perma- 
nent assignment here because no 
pay increase was offered, although 
the station was considered un- 
usually active. Gross, who has 
been paid $3000 a year, has not 
been informed whether he will be 
given an increase. The position of 
senior meteorologist pays from 
$4600 to $5600 a year.

Chairman of Committee 
Backing Bill Calls State- 
ment Insult to Civic In- 
telligence. 


The “civic intelligence of the 


| people of St.. Louls has been in- 


sulted” by the statement of Chair- 
man Fred W. Evers of the Repub- 
lican City Committee that he is 
opposed to the- proposed merit 
system because it would ruin po- 
litical organizatiuns, Dean Joseph 
A. McClain of the Washington 
University Law School and chair- 
man of the Citizens’ Committee 
for the civil service amendment, 
said today in a prepared state 
ment. 

At the same: time, McClain de- 
clared, Evers has furnished the 


best possible argument for the 
proposed amendment, which will 
be submitted to ‘the voters Sept. 
16. 

“He says it will stop spoils, po- 
litical machines and the gravy 
train—all of which have cost St. 
Louis millions’ of dollars,” said 
McClain. “In other words, the 
proposed merit system has just 
the ‘teeth’ that its supporters have 
claimed for it, and which are 
missing completely from the pres- 
ent system. 


“Complete About-Face.” 


“These statements come from 
Mr. Evers, who, on May 27 said 
he would support the amendment 
because he believed in the best 
kind of government. He has 
either a convenient memory or 
has suffered a. loss of memory to 
make. such a complete about-face. 
Or perhaps the full horror of the 
gravy train stopping has just 
dawned on him.” 

Citing assertions by both Evers 
and Charles Hertenstein, chairman 
of the Efficiency Board, that the 
present board is adequate for an 
effective civil service system, Dean 
McClain quoted Hertenstein as 
saying, when he was head of the 
board in 1925: “ “The powers of the 
Efficiency Board are curtailed so 
that it is in reality only half a 
civil service bureau. It has but 
one-half the authority of the effi- 
ciency bodies in other cities, and 
should be changed’.”

Nearly Chokes on Catfish. 

Formal opening of the evening’s 
festivities was halted for several 
minutes to allow the master of cere- 
monies to regain his equilibrium 
after almost choking on a two-inch 
catfish in his glass of water. In- 
stead of the usual opening remarks, 
hi3 first words were: “Ugh, to 
think they’d do it to me!” 

Just as everyone bent to his or 
her shrimp cocktail Neptune, out 
dashed a man-sized Donald Duck. 
Immediately behind’ came a 
strait-laced young woman who 
turned out to be Rosalie Sedge, 
“protector of beautiful and helpless 
ducks.” Taking a position in front 
of Ira Gabrielson, head of the U. 
S. Fish and Wildlife Service, they 
heatedly presented their arguments 
for and against lifting the bar on 


shooting wood ducks, Donald Duck 
argued “yes,” because there are al- 
most too much of them. Rosalie ar- 
gued “no,” because “the poor de- 
fenseless pretty things should’ be 
left alone.” | 

At this point, 12 wood ducks took 
to the air from nowhere in particu- 
lar to the amusement of the men 
and complete terror of most of the 
women. A group of “biologists” 
dressed in cap and gowns and cCar- 
rying oversized. butterfly nets re-

Chief of Police Edgar Strong of 
Collinsville, who released Tony

The Collinsville City Commission, 
headed by Mayor M. W. Harrison, 
will hold a public hearing Friday 
afternoon at which Chief Strong 
will be asked to give full expplana- 
tion of Giardano’s release. 
Giardano, James Lannigan, ex- 
convict of State Line, Nev., and 
Marvin Michaels, former Cuckoo 
gangster in St, Louis, were arrest- 
ed last July 10 and held for $10,000 
bond on charges of carrying con- 
cealed weapons. Aug. 9, Giardano 
was secretly released by Chief 
Strong, although California au- 
thorities had requested him to hold 
both Giardano and Lannigan as 
they had been identified as the 
men who robbed an insurance 
company cashier of $4000 in a 
holdup in Hollywood, June 18.

Texan With .R.A:F. Returns to Base With 


Wound in Foot, Fuselage Hit, 
Radio Telephone Smashed. 


LONDON, Aug. 28 (AP).—How a 
Texas sharpshooter, who knocked 
his first two German bombers out 
of the sky as a groundling with 
a machine gun, bagged his sixth 
and seveenth Nazi planes yester- 
day and returned to his base with 
a bullet in one foot was told in 
an Air Ministry announcement. 

The Ministry said the flyer, Pilot 
Officer William Robert Dunn, of 
Houston, was able to land safely 
with the rest of two American 
Eagle squadrons which made a 
daylight sweep yesterday over 
France with scores of Royal Air 
Force fighters. 

The official account of the action 
involving Dunn follows: 

“Owing to trouble with his 
oxygen apparatus, the pilot had to 
fly lower than the rest of his 


squadron when returning from the. 


sweep this (Wednesday) morning. 

‘Flying back alone over France, 
he was attacked from behind by 
an ME 109F (Messerschmitt). The 
German pilot overshot so the Eagle 
pilot at once pulled up the nose 
of his Hurricane’ and gave the 


enemy a good burst, causing the 


German pilot to take to his para- 
chute. 

“A second ME then dived on 
him. He treated it the same way 
as the first. It burst into flames 
and crashed to the ground. 

“A third followed but by this 
time the American was hit in the 
fuselage, his radio telephone was 
smashed and a piece of cannon 
shell entered his foot. 

“At first the pilot thought he 
would have to bale out but as his 
engine was still running he de- 
cided to make for home. He 
landed safely at a southeast coast 
airdrome and was taken to a hos- 
pital to have his injury attended.” 

Dunn's nearest rival in the Hagle 
squadron is G. A. Daymond, of 
Great Falls, Mont., credited with 
three German planes. 

Before joining the Eagle squad- 
ron, Dunn grabbed a machine gun 
and brought down two German 
bombers during a dive attack last 
fall on a southeast England camp 
where he was serving with a Cana- 
dian infantry regiment.

MANILA, Aug. 28 (AP).—An 
army staff sergeant who had never 
flown a plane attempted an un- 
authorized flight in a bomber at 
Nichols Field today and, in the 
subsequent crash, two Filipinos 
were killed and the plane was 
wrecked. 

Three other Filipinos and the 
sergeant, William B. Rowland, 
were injured when the Martin 
bomber stalled just after taking 
the air. It crashed amid four na- 
tive huts in which Filipino labor- 
ers at the field near Manila were 
living. 

Army officers said Sergt. Row- 
land, whose home town is Natchez, 
Miss., had been in charge of a 
ground crew detailed to service 
planes. They said he knew aill 
about the mechanism of planes but 
couldn’t fly them. 

Just before dawn he went to the 
field and induced men on duty 
there to open a hangar and roll 
out the bomber. On the runway, 
he warmed up the motors, army 
authorities said, end tdéok off. The 
accident evidently was caused by 
his trying to climb too steeply.

nate danger of shutdowns for in- 
dustry and home heating plants, 
Davies said officials were ready to 
operate a rigid rationing plan. But 
h®é added they hoped to avoid such 
drastic action. 

Davies flatly disputed rumors he 
said had been circulated that the 
shortage “is being played up to 
foster war psychology; that a short- 
age has been created artificially to 
assure passage of a pipeline bill” 
or that a shortage of gasoline “was 
deliberately precipitated.” 

He raised this question: 

“One cannot but wonder if there 
does not lie behind these efforts 
to promote confusion and create 
dissension, sOme purpose, sinsiter 
and planned. Is it possible that 
we have here an attempt at sabo- 
tage?” 

“A continuation of the present 
trend .indicates that the entire 
East Coast stocks of industrial 
fuel oils will be used up before the 
end of the year,” he said. 


Results of Shortage. 


Davies, who is a former vice- 
president of the Standard Oil Co. 
of California, told the committee 
that unless East Coast supplies 
were brought into balance, these 
conditions would result: 

“1. We could have all the gas- 
oline we want and not enough 
oil to heat our homes. 

“2. We could heat our homes 
and have gill the gasoline we 
want, but industry would be par- 
alyzed for want of fuel oil. 

“3. We could have ample oil 
for running our industries, but 
not heat our homes and have 
gasoline for transportation.” 
Davies said that in July the Navy 
was unable to get a single bid for 
2,500,000 barrels of heavy fuel oil 
to be delivered on the East Coast, 
“because no company could supply 
the oil unless the Navy would 
carry it in its own tankers from 
the Gulf ports.” 

Summarizing, Davies said, “We 
are asking American motorists to 
adjust their carburetors and to 
forego some of their pleasure-rid- 
ing to aid in the defense of our 
nation. We live in a world at 
war. The sinews of war are fed 
by petroleum. The more petroleum 
we can supply to those fighting 
for democracy, the further we can 
keep war from our shores.” 


“Fair” Gasoline Prices Listed. 


Only a few hours before the 
opening of the Senate investiga- 
tion, Leon Henderson, price ad- 
ministrator, took steps intended 
to keep gasoline prices at reason- 
able levels, regardless of the cur- 
rent sales restrictions. 

He issued a table of “fair maxi- 
mum retail service station prices” 
for gasoline in 40 major cities 
along the Atlantic seaboard. 

“They are the maximum prices 
which motorists should pay,” he 
declared, but the list was not ac- 
companied by any compulsory 
price-fixing order.

made by posing as a recruit for

Here in Versailles a heavy guard

They were carrying revolvers of 
the same type which Colette had 
stuck in his leather belt. 


Figures on Arrests. 


Fernand de Brinon, Vichy’s rep- 
resentative in Paris, announced 
that a total of 3450 alleged Com- 
munists had been arrested in the 
Parig region from July, 1940, to last 
Monday. 

De Brinon said the French them- 
selves have taken full responsibil- 
ity for maintaining order in the 
German-occupied zone. 

One new propaganda device that 
has appeared this week, he said, 
was for Communists to telephone 
the families of arrested persons and 
say, “your son was executed this 
morning.” Instances which were | 
investigated immediately by French 
and German authorities proved 
false, he declared. 

Admiral Bard, chief of the police 
forces in the Paris region, took 
personal charge of police measures 
in co-operation with March Cheva- 
lier, prefect of the Seine-et-Oise 
Department, of which Versailles is 
the capital. 

Deat in Greater Danger. 

The two visited Laval'and Deat 
at their bedsides and questioned 
them for several minutes. Doc- 
tors refused to permit longer ques- 
tioning. 

Deat was in considerably more 
danger than Laval, running a high 
temperature. 

Deat’s condition, physicians said, 
took a turn for the worse at 10 
o’clock last night and an immedi- 
ate intestinal operation was de- 
cided upon. A German surgeon 
described the operation as “per- 
fectly successful,” although he add- 
ed that he was reserving verdict 
on the final outcome. 

Laval was reported to have been 
struck four times, including 
wounds near the heart and throat. 
Deat was hit in the throat as well 
as in the intestines. 

A description of how the assas- 
sination attempt . occurred was 
given last night by de Brinon. 

Laval and Deat, along with 
other leading French collabora- 
tionists and German officers, had 
gathered in the Borgnis de Bordes 
barracks near the Palace of Ver- 
sailles to address the legionnaires. 

Laval, a former Premier, one of 
the leaders in obtaining the armis- 
tice with Germany 13 months ago 
and active in ranging France 


alongside Germany, talked to the 
men. 

The “Marseillaise,” French na- 
tional hymn, was sung for the first 
time since the armistice in occu- 
pied France and the officials 
started to file out. 


“T had left the barracks,” De 
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Brinon said, “Laval and Deat were 
behind me Suddenly five shots 
rang out, three in rapid succes- 
sion followed by two more.” 

(Reports of the wounds inflicted, 
however, indicated more than five 
shots were fired.) 

“I turned and saw Laval stum- 
bling along and holding his side 
with Legionnaires all around him. 

“I called my car quickly and 
rushed Laval to the municipal hos- 
pital. Im the other car we put 
Deat, who never stopped protesting, 
‘It’s nothing it’s nothing.’” 

Other reports said that when La- 
val was reeling toward De Brinon’s 
car a crowd shouted, “Death to 
him! Death to him!” 

De Brirfon declared, “We are 
faced with a terroristic organiza- 


tion.” 
Colonel Also Hit. 

Col. Durvy, commander of the 
barracks, and a Legionnaire named 
Besset also were reported hit by 
bullets. 

Some reports said Colette hid be- 
neath a balcony waiting until the 
group left the speakers’ platform 
and passed near him en route to 
the door. Others said he rose from 
his seat among the Legionnaires to 
fire his revolver. 

Police officials in Vichy ex- 
pressed the opinion that the attack 
was retaliation by extreme Leftists 
for the bomb murder July 26 of 
Marx Dormoy, former Socialist In- 
terior Minister. 


“Symptom of Rising Revolt,” 
British Radio Says. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 28 (AP).— 
The British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion in a broadcast heard here 
last night, declared the attack on 
Pierre Laval was “a symptom of 
France’s rising revolt against Ger- 
man oppression and the Vichy col- 
laboration with Berlin.” 


IRAN STOPS FIGHT 
AGAINST INVASION

Dispatches from Cairo said last 
reports indicated military opera- 
tions in the Iran area were going 
ahead at great speed and not like- 
ly to last long. The Russians also 
were said to be advancing rapidly 
from the north. 

100-Mile British Drive. 

The British capped a 100-mile 
drive of their northern column 
from Irag by thrusting through 
Paitak Pass, one of the strongest 
natural positions of the Iranians in 
that section, and reaching Shaha- 
bad, a communique said. The 
Iranians were said to have been 
fortifying the pass for the past 
month, 

Russian troops, sweeping down 
from the Caucasus, reported to 
have reached Turkmanchai on the 
road to the Iranian capital of 
Teheran after an advance of 70 


miles in 24 hours from Tabriz, the 


Oriental Kingdom's second largest 
city. 

Approximately 2000 Iranian 
troops were said to have been driv- 
en from positions on high ground 
by the British column which cap- 
tured Shahabad—site of an impe- 
rial agricultural estate—after a 40- 
mile push yesterday through moun- 
tainous country east of Gilan. 

The single narrow, tortuous road 
along which the column moved was 
defended by both road blocks and 
anti-tank | guns, the communique 
said. In’ addition to capturing 
Shehabad the column was reported 
to have taken Alaibad, 15 miles 
away. 

Another column, moving along a 
roughly parallel route through Pai- 
tak Pass, swept away all opposition 
and reached Karind, 21 miles 
northwest of Shahabad, the war 
bulletin said. 

More Troops Landed. 

In the south, the British said 
they landed additional troops at 
the Persian gulf port of Bandar 
Shahpur in order to protect British 
subjects at Bandar Ma’Shur, eight 
miles to the north, who they de- 
clared were “being threatened with 
arrest.” 

British gunboats were reported 
moving up the Karun river from 
the Persian gulf toward Ahwaz, 
120 miles away. Mopping up oper- 
ations were said to have been com- 
pleted at Khorramshahr and Aba- 
dan, near Bandar Shahpuh, was re- 
ported quiet, 

Lieut. Gen. Edward Pellew Qui- 
nan, who has been in the British 
Indian army since 1905,,is com- 
manding the imperial troops in 
Iran, it was announced.

Flight Conditions Bad. 


American pilots, even those with 
tropical experience, will find that 
flight conditions after they reach 
the African coastline will test to 
the full their reputations as the 
world’s best bad-weather airmen.

NLESS Eire is able to import 
Ue least 60,000 tons of wheat 
and obtain coal and other fuel, 
this winter is going to be one of 
the hardest since the great fam- 
ines of 1846 and 1847. 

Although Eire is a land of but- 
ter, rich cream and excellent meat, 
insufficiency of wheat and the al- 
ready serious shortage of fuel may 
bring great hardships to many 
thousands.

Juicy steaks, thick cream 
and unlimited butter are to be 
found in the capital, Dublin, in 
contrast to the adequate but sim- 
ple wartime fare of England. 


There will be no shortage of 
meat, milk or potatoes, but the 
great bulk of Ireland’s poor face a 
possible heavy reduction in their 
normal staple food of bread... They 
also face the threat of cold, 
rising unemployment, 


Compulsory Flour. 


The Eire wheat harvest—just in 
—is big, but this will have to be 
augmented by the importation of 
at least 60,000 tons in order to 
produce even less than the normal 
bread supply. Already white bread 
has been barred and the standard, 
compulsory flour is 95 per cent 
whole wheat—healthier but cer- 
tainly not as popular. ! 


The Government also has been 


forced to provide a £2,000,000 ($8,- 
000,000) subsidy for flour in order 
to keep the bread price down, 


The war, which lurks around 

Eire’s shores but which, -so far, | 
has touched this country only 
three or four times in the form 
of German bombs, has raised the 
cost of living and affected living 
conditions of 3,000,000 persons. Tea 
and sugar are the only two items 
of diet which actually have been 
rationed. Tea rations struck the 
Irish hard. They are probably the 
greatest tea drinkers in the world, 
and to cut their allotment to half 
an ounce of tea weekly to a per- 
son seems bitter. 
‘ Coffee is almost impossible to 
get. Sugar is plentiful, but in or- 
der to insure steady supplies, it 
is rationed at the rate of a pound 
weekly to a person. The British 
get half a pound weekly of sugar, 
but two ounces of tea. 


Canned Goods Shortage. 


Canned foods are running very 
low, and a housewife must search 
the smallest shops to pick up any 
canned fruits or vegetables. Once 
the remaining stocks have run out, 
there will be no more, unless the 
United States provides new sup- 
plies. 

Aside from reduced wheat stocks, 
available for bread, and the short- 
age in tea and coffee, the main 
factor that will make the forth- 
coming winter trying for the Irish 
is lack of any fuel, except peat 
turf. Already automobiles are rare 
sights, and gasoline is only avail- 
able—and then in minute quanti- 
ties—for essential work, Sidecars

For the threat to the civil service amendment 
has never been a disbelief of the people in the merit 
system. It has been the very grave danger that 
voters by and large would take its adoption for 
granted and so leave it to others to carry the amend- 
ment at the polis. In such a situation the politicians 
might very well have controlled enough party organi- 
zation votes to deprive the amendment of the three- 
fifths majority which is required for adoption. 

That danger—the danger that the politicians 
would lie low and steal a victory while the citizens 
slumbered—should now be removed. Mr. Evers has 
brought the oppositidbn of the ward heelers into the 
open. Thanks to him the patronage boys are out 
where they can be seen. The merit system amend- 
ment cannot now be knifed in the dark. The war 
against it will have to be waged in full view. 

This does not, of course, reduce in any way the 
obligation of individual voters. Mr. Evers’ statement 
merely serves as a warning signal that the fight with 
the politicians is on. The civic ranks cannot form 
too quickly, for Sept. 16 is barely more than two 
weeks away. 

Now is the time for every St. Louisan who wants 
to free his community of spoils rule and attendant 
waste and inefficiency to enlist under the flag of 
the Citizens’ Committee for the Civil Service Amend- 
ment, headed by Dean Joseph A. McClain Jr. of the 
Washington University School of Law. Much must 
be done before the special election to awaken leth- 
argiec or preoccupied citizens to the necessity of 
striking now a hard blow for demiocracy here in 
their own city. : 

But Mr. Evers has done more than join the issue 
between the citizen and the politician. He has 
joined it also between himself and Mayor Becker. 
Mayor Becker stands on the merit system plank 
of the Republican platform of the spring city elec- 
tion. He should stand all the firmer now. He knows 
that the disgraceful performance of the Democrats 
of the Dickmann administration on this issue was 
one of the things the voters of St. Louis rebelled 
against. He knows what his campaign promise was 
for he made it repeatedly in the mayoral campaign. 

The Mayor need not be disturbed in the least by 
Chairman Evers’ opposition. William Dee Becker 
is Mayor of St. Louis not because of Mr. Evers but 
in spite of him. Chairman Evers opposed Mr. 
Becker for the Republican nomination. The Repub- 
lican leader accepted Mr. Becker only when he was 
made the party’s candidate through a primary which 
Mr. Evers could not control. 

Ever since Mr. Becker’s inauguration, Mr. Evers 
has been impatient with him because the Mayor has 
not raided the municipal personnel fast and furi- 
ous enough to suit the Republican spoilsman, 

(Apparently, even the wholesale dismissal, in the 
last two days, of more than 100 city employes, chief- 
ly in the Park and Health divisions, does not raise 
the hopes of the job-hungry Mr. Evers.) | 

So it is plain that Mayor Becker owes Mr. Evers 
nothing. But although he owes Mr. Evers nothing, 
he owes everything, if his important office may be so 
designated, to the independent voters of St. Louis.

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THE ROTTEN CASE OF GANGSTER GIARDANO. 
The city administration at Collinsville is in the 
middie of a bad mess which raises serious questions 
about its capacity to direct the municipal affairs 

of 10,000 law-abiding people. Here are the facts: 


July 10—Two Collinsville patrolmen arrest | 
Tony Giardano, gangster, James Lannigan, ex- 
convict, and Marvin Michaels, former Cuckoo 
gangster and ex-convict, on suspicion and find 
them carrying concealed weapons and.a sack of 
‘machine-gun bullets and shotgun shells. 

July 16—Los Angeles Police Department no- 
tifies the Collinsville authorities by telephone 
and telegram that Giardano and Lannigan have 
been identified in a $4000 robbery in Hollywood 
and requests that they be held. 

July 18—Police Magistrate David Killinger of 
Collinsville fines the men $112 each for operat- 
ing an automobile with fictitious license plates. 
They cannot pay the fines, and are held in jail. 

July 28—Magistrate Killinger leaves Collins- 
ville on vacation after issuing concealed weapon 
warrants against the men, the warrants to be 
held pending the outcome of the California 
charges. Giardano’s bail is fixed at $10,000 with 
the approval of State’s Attorney C. W. Burton. 

Aug. 9—The Madison County jail releases Gi- 
ardano and Lannigan to Chief of Police Edgar 
Strong of Collinsville. Giardano is held in jail 
in Collinsville while Sam Tocco, ex-convict and 
former bodyguard of Willie Russo, onetime gang 
leader, raises $112 to pay Giardano’s fine on the 
minor charge. Giardano is secretly released, not- 
withstanding $10,000 bail on the weapon charge. 

Aug. 12—Los Angeles authorities exchange 
telegrams with Chief Strong in connection with 
extradition and are informed by the Collinsville 
Police Chief that Giardano is still in custody. 

Aug. 19—Gov. Green’s office at Springfield an- 
nounces that it has signed the extradition papers, 

Aug. 20—Los Angeles officers arrive in Col- 
linsville to take Giardano and Lannigan. Chief 
Strong escorts them to Belleville, where Lanni- 
gan was mysteriously placed in jail. To ac- 
count for the absence of Giardano, Strong shrugs 
his shoulders and says he “had to release him.”

A SKIRMISH IN THE SMOKE WAR. 

Eternal vigilance is the price of smokeless skies. 

That is the fact emphasized by the conviction, 
later appealed, of John Moody, Negro apartment 
manager, for violation of the smoke ordinance. 

Nearly 50 tons of smoky fuel were found on his 
premises, inspectors of the Division of Smoke Regu- 
lation, testified. Moody admitted ownership of the 
coal and hig intention to resell the fuel to 40 tenants 
who heat with stoves. He refused to reveal his 
source of supply. 

Thus, even after St. Louis’ successful heating sea- 
son last year, when winter days had April skies, 
we still have those who are willing to sabotage the 
anti-smoke campaign. The profit motive, for some, 
will always have “its pockets filled with irresistible 
arguments.”

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FAIR AND CONTINUED COOL. 

Cross your fingers! A tormentor who has fried 
the city in summer, frapped it in winter and in be- 
tween given it just the right meteorological amount 
of what it didn’t want may disappear forever from 
our grateful city. Mr. Moxom, who, as weatherman, 
has done his bit to make the 814,000 of us leave for 
a more temperate clime, is about to depart, and when 
he goes, no one may come to fill his shoes. 

Other weathermen, it seems, do not see St. Louis 
as the land of their hearts’ desires. Too much work 
here, they complain, and not enough dough, re, mi. 
Why go to St. Louis, is the indignant inquiry, to be 
guardian for a thermometer that shoots up into the 
stratosphere one day and another time has to be 
dug out of the South Pole? Why be worn to a fraz- 
zle by a temperamental climate that comes in like 
heaven knows what and often goes out even worse? 
The job is worth a million, they say, and the Gov- 
ernment won't pay it. 

Their dialectic is dear to vur hearts. The weather- 


| men would rather not come to St. Louis. If a poll 


were taken, the results, we believe, would show the 


every way save one—is beyond the 

eye of man to see. But one thing 
that is coming fast and inexorably is quite 
obvious, if you will look now. And it is 
immense. 

We Americans—though anti-imperialist in 
temper and intention as we block the em- 
pire-building of Hitler and Hirohito—are 
having an empire dumped in our laps. It 
is an empire larger, richer in potentialities, 
than all the realm bounded in “Mein 
Kampf.” The Empire of the Pacific. 

We were not asking for it. For the most 
part, we are not yet aware of it. We were 
never less interested in expansion and Man- 
ifest Destiny than when this business start- 
ed. We were, in fact, trying to give back 
to the natives the coconuts we had shaken 
down last time we followed our star into 
Pacific paradises. 

The great event must not be oversim- 
plified. Its significance is in the inevita- 
bility of the process. It is real life rather 
than “Realpolitik.” America is not taking 
over the British and Dutch Empires as 
such, nor are we engaged in a positive and 
purposeful empire-building effort. But we 
are doing something equally historical. 

While pretty certain that Japan’s New 
Order is not being built, we have failed 
to note the extent to which our own order 
is being established. We are saving the 
Pacific basin from the cruder sort of em- 
pire-building by others, and in doing it are 
setting up an American protectorate. Amer- 
icans are still largely unconscious of this, 
but the Japanese are not-—they have wor- 
ried about it to the point of obsession. 

Two years ago, we had not even com- 
pleted the charting of the Aleutian Island 
waters and they were still being patroled 
by Japanese deep-sea fishing boats which 
were auxiliaries of the Imperial Japanese 
Navy. Today, that Aleutian chain is the 
site of the world’s most secret naval con- 
struction operations, including underground 
airdromes. From the segment of the great 
circle, we dominate the North Pacific. 

Our expansion is not theoretical and not 
temporary. We are building permanent 
works from Bering Strait to the South 
Seas. We are lending money—in the old 
days it would have been called subsidizing 
~—to imperial dependencies.

W HAT is coming out of this war—in 


The communications of modern empire 
are air-borne, even as those of passing em- 
pire were essentially sea-borne, and it is 
worthy. of note that ocean transport by 
air was established first by America on the 
Pacific, though it is the wider ocean. 

It is no less worthy of note that our coun- 
try, under the relentless pressures of the 
war, is building an aviation industry sec- 
ond to none and greater than Britain’s ship- 
building industry. Air power is sure to be 
the instrument of empire tomorrow, as sea 
power was the instrument of empire yes 
terday. 

This Pacific area is prophetically marked 
out as the seat of history’s greatest, and 
perhaps last, empire. “Westward the course 
of empire takes its way,” wrote Berkeley. 
Others—Tennyson, Shelley—said it in other 
words. Whether or not the Pacific era 
shall close history’s day, as Berkeley has 
it, we can at least accept the prediction of 
its greatness, 


from the unharmed resources of the Pa- 
cific basin and its still vital populations. 

Such is the looming Pacific era, provided 
authority is established in the vast area. 
Japan’s bid to furnish that authority has 
failed. Almost automatically, in response 
to forces too huge to be compassed by po- 
litical arguments or open forums, that 
authority is being provided by the United 
States of America, and will soon be backed 
by the greatest combination of sea and air 
power of all time. This is probably the 
most important constructive event of cur 
rent history. 

It is one—probably the only one—of which 
we can be fairly sure in a confusion of 
events. We can be fairly sure of it be- 
cause there is no one big enough to chal- 
lenge our authority within the Pacific ba- 
sin, or in striking distance of it. This long 
has been true, but it has not long been true 
that we were taking the attitude of au- 
thority. Now both things are true. 

It does not follow that Britain is through 
in the Pacific, although British colonial 
relations in the region are going to be vast- 
ly changed. But it is inescapably clear that 
imperial policy and defense would be very 
different without American support. 

American power is now the bulwark of 
their resistance, and as a result, American 
authority must become the recognized sw- 
preme factor throughout the Pacific basin, 
just as British authority was the recognized 
supreme factor in China in the pre-war days 
when Americans relied upon British gun- 
boats to maintain the established order. 

‘#s * + 


And so we have established an Amer- 
ican imperium of the Pacific. (Or will 
establish it in the process of knocking out 
anyone who has the temerity to challenge 
us there, which seems unlikely.) What kind 
of an empire will this be? That is the es- 
sence of the matter. 

The nearest approaches to world peace 
were the Pax Romana and the Pax Britan- 
nia. Now we are on the eve of a Pax 
Americana in the Pacific basin. ‘ Authority 
we will assume because it is in our nature 
and the nature of the case. Which is an- 
other way of saying that we are big enough, 
and now interested enough, to do it. 

We have established a protectorate over 
the Pacific basin: over Australia and New 
Zealand and Malaya and the Dutch East 
Indies and Tahiti and probably China. It 
will be extended over Japan after Japan 
has got into real trouble and needs us; 
maybe even over Pacific Siberia, although 
I doubt that. We have proclaimed it over 
South America, extended it to Iceland. 

Protectorate is the first step of empire. 
We, rather than Germany or Japan or Rus- 
sia or England, seem likely to emerge from 
this war with the makings of empire. 

Can we invent a new kind of empire? 
Can we combine an authorigative protec- 
torate of the Pacific with a democratic 
confederacy of the Pacific? Some would

SCHOOL ADDITIONS. 
TO COST $2975 000 


to Accommodate 
6500 to Be Outlined at 
Board Meeting. 


An extensive building program 
to provide facilities fur an addi- 
tional 6500 pupils in the public 
schools will be outlined by Super- 
intendent of Instruction Homer W. 
Anderson at a meeting of the 
Board of Education tonight. 

The program, designated as an 
emergency measure to care for 
children of families moving into St. 
Louis as a result of national de- 
fense activities, provides: 

A new Northwest High School 
to cost $2,000,000. 


Replacement of the Busch and 
Nottingham Avenue portable 
schools in Southwest St. Louis 
with permanent structures of 12- 
room and seven-room units, re- 
spectively, to cost $475,000. 


Erection of a seven-room build- 
ing on the ‘site of the schools’ 
greenhouse, Field and Robert 
avenues, to cost $175,000. 

An eight-room addition to Her- 
zog School, to cost $75,000. 

Addition of a $250,000 shop 
building to Booker T. Washing- 
ton Negro Technical High 
School. 

To Cost $2,975,000. 

To finance the $2,975,000 pro- 
gram, Anderson said, the Board 
will have only $231,350 available 
through sales of school property 
totaling $169,696 and a withdrawal 
of $61,654 from the permanent in- 
surance fund, 


The. rest will be sought through 
an application for Government 
funds made available in the Lan- 
ham Act for emergency school 
needs in defense areas. Anderson 
and board members have con- 
ferred with representatives of the 
PWA, under which the act is ad- 
ministered. 

Serious problems for the school 
system are expected in the north- 
west and southwest sections of the 
city, where the influx of defense 


workers is heaviest and where ex-/ 


isting school facilities are inade- 
quate, 

School officials look for an in- 
creased enrollment of 12,000 to 
15,000 during the next two years. 

The Northwest High School is 
planned to accommodate 2500 stu- 
dents, including 600 eighth-grade 
pupils to be moved into the school 
to make room for younger children 
in elementary schools in the area. 

By making use of now vacant 
rooms and shifting some pupils to 
other schools, facilities for an ad- 
ditional 1800 elementary-school pu- 
pils in the area will be provided. 


Plans for Southwest. 


In the Southwest section of the 
city, 2200 more elementary pupils 
can be housed in the proposed 
new Busch and Nottingham Ave- 
nue buildings and by utilizing va- 
cant rooms in other schools, it 
was estimated. 


Anderson earlier proposed a ten- 
tative $9,000,000 building program 
that would also include a new 
South Side High School, two Negro 
junior high schools and 40 new 
portables, but this plan has been 
dropped temporarily because of 
the increased possibilities of ‘get- 
ting a Government grant under a 
smaller application. Accommoda- 
tions for 10,100 pupils would be pro- 
vided under the larger program, 


NYA GRANT FOR WASHINGTON U, 


$25,000 Allotted to Assist Needy 
Students. 

Washington University has re- 
ceived a grant of $25,000 from the 
National Youth Administration for 
the assistance of needy students, 
it was announced today. The 
money will be divided among about 
250 students in all departments of 
the university who need financial 
assistance to continue their studies. 

Undergraduates will receive a 
maximum of $12 a month while 
students of the graduate school 
will be given a maximum of $20 a 
month.

HE pressure of war is not only 

T breaking down the old concepts 
_™ of management and introduc- 
ing much more consideration of 
the needs and psychology of the 

workers and a greater inter- 
course between workers and man- 
agers, but it is also modifying 
trade union policies. | 

In Parliament and out of it 
there ig much criticism of Ernest 
Bevin, Britain’s powerful Minister 
of Labor who heads the Transport 
and General Workers’ Union. It is 
said that he favors the workers, 
but does not use the powers grant- 
ed him, which are very extensive, 
including the right to send work- 
ers to any part of England, 
amounting to labor conscripttion. 

Bevin .repliés that he wunder- 
stands the workers and uses his 
powers exactly to the extent abso- 
lutely necessary, but human be- 
ings must be regarded as such 
and no efficiency results from a 
complete disregard of human fac- 
tors. 


a * * 

ERTAINLY nobody in England 
has a greater intention to help 
win this war than Bevin, or is a 
more ardent hater of Fascism. He 
is more patient with the workers 
than with red tape and bureau, 
cracy. He scares some people by 
the complete conviction and inten- 
tion that there will be a new Eng- 

land after the war. 
If asked: “What sort of a new 
England?” he says social democra- 
cy with freedom. In such a new 


order of freedom he sees the trade 


unions playing a leading role. 

My own impression is that he is 
far from coddling the workers. He 
is patiently attempting to prepare 
them for an increased social and 
political responsibility. 


* * 

RITISH trade unions are miles 

ahead of those in the United 
States in this matter of the re- 
sponsibility of craft unions, which 
are reaally guilds which have main- 
tained very high standards of work 
for generations. To be skilled in 
anything admits a worker to a real 
aristocracy of labor based not 
merely on high wages, but high 
standards of performance. 

British labor is permeated also 
with simple Christian concepts of 
justice .and decency. The role of 
non-conformist religious bodies in 
training labor leaders is interest- 
ing though seldom stressed. But 
many of the best labor speakers 
have received an education in so- 
cial literature and philosophy and 
training in public speaking through 
non-conformist churches and lay 
preaching in which the power to 
speak so as to move audiences is 
developed, and social philosophy is 
inextricably united with Christian 
principles. 

A man like A. V. Alexander, who 
entered politics by way of the La- 
bor party and.is now First Lord of 
the Admiralty, will talk for hours 


about his impoverished childhood 
in Bristol and an education that 
was stopped because he was com- 
pelled to go to work at the age of 
13, then continued through books 
urged upon him by preachers,

RAFT unions have had to make 

innumerable concessions under 
the stress of war production, but 
adjustments came with a minimum 
of stoppage and strain fundament- 
ally because the war on Adolf Hit- 
ler is the workers’ war, and the 
defense of unionism is hearty and 
profound in this country. 

The necessity to disperse indus- 
tries away from a few centers be- 
cause of the danger of being 
bombed, and reintegrate the whole 
into a system whereby if one fac- 
tory is knocked out the same work 
is continuing with an enlarged 
load elsewhere, created immense 
problems of moving, feeding and 
housing the workers. 

Hotels had to be built for the 
workers, communal feeding had to 
be established, transportation ar- 
ranged. Women workers stream- 
ing into industry because of the 
shortage of manpower first met 
the hostility of both management 
and workers, especially in the me 
chanical trades where it was not 
believed women could operate huge 
mechanical lathes, etc. 

However, apprehension concern- 
ing the women was absolutely con- 
founded in practice. Many prob- 
lems, it is frankly admitted, have 
been unsatisfactorily solved. On 
the other hand, there have been 
immense gains for labor. For in- 
stance, the merchant sailors now 
get an annual wage and regular 
leaves and free transportation to 
their families.

HE willingness of workers to 

make sacrifices seems to war- 
rant putting problems up to them. 
For instance, the miners were 
asked to decide whether they would 
be willing to allow.the use of fast, 
refrigerated ships, normally carry- 
ing food from the United States, 
for transporting troops to the 
Middle East, which would mean 
a reduction of already inadequate 
rations, : 

Amidst, cheers they voted unani- 
mously to reduce the rations, which 
would be especially hard on minefs 
whose work often makes them lose 
three to seven pounds a day in the 
pits.

his job back as shoeshop foreman 
because of intervention by United 
States Attorney Harold M. Ken- 
nedy in what Kennedy described 
as the first case of its kind devel- 
oping from the Selective Service

Carra was an employe of the 
Grossman Shoe Co., when induct- 
ed May 1. Later Carra’s father 
died and Carra was discharged 
from the army as.the sole support 
of his family.

chief than gold or principalities 
at this juncture when there is 
danger that the wheels of the Ger- 
man war machine may go dry for 
lack of lubricants. 


The sending of such an expedi- 
tionary force into the Caucasus 
may be the first major assistance 
the British will give the Reds on 
land. Moscow has been pressing 
England to create a diversion, 
other than the bombing of Ger- 
many, to relieve the Nazi pressure 
in the Russian front. 


The creation. of a worthwhile di- 
version is easier said than done. 
Most military experts hold that it 
would be foolhardy for Britain to 
attempt an invasion of Western 
Europe while the Nazis remain so 
strong. It would be silly to believe 
that the astute German high com- 
mand has overlooked the possibil- 
ity of such a move and left itself 
unprotected along the English 
Channel. 


Raids of moderate size can be 
carried out, of course, and ulti- 
mately the grand invasion can and 
will be attempted if Hitler is suf- 
ficiently weakened to make the 
attempt feasible. 

Defense of the Caucasus, how- 
ever, is just plain business. The 
British probably have a quarter 
million Allied troops in the Near 
East and these must be pretty 
well equipped now, thanks in large 
degree to American shipments. 
They. also have at least half a 
million Indian soldiers ready for 
action, and another half million 
will be under arms soon. Cer- 
tainly Britain could provide a very 
useful contingent. 

Gen. Wavell, commander in chief 
in India and the Middle East, had 
two years’ experience in Trans- 
Caucasia with the Anglo-Russian 
forces during the World War. 
That’s worth more than a knock 
in the eye to the Allies.

turn on turf fuel this winter, and 
such heat as Irish homes can get 
will come from turf. 

No coal is to be had and what 
little remains is being carefully 
stored for emergency purposes. 
With Britain facing serious coal 
shortages, there is little prospect 
that Eire will be able to get any 
from here. I found that the Cork 
express to Dublin was running 
anywhere from 7 to 14 hours late 
and local train service was even 
worse, 


Peat for Locomotives. 


One engineer showed me a pile 
of coal dust which resembled sand 
and shrugged his shoulders as he 
threw in turf to coax up enough 
steam to take the train on to the 
next station. 

It is the Dublin Government’s 
hope that turf can be used to 
generate power and electricity, but 
it is probable that consumption of 
electricity will be cut to a mini- 
mum, with private consumers lim- 
ited to almost nothing. 


This will be a blow, as Kerosene 
is unobtainable and candles are 
at a premium. Thousands of cot- 
tagers face the prospect of going 
to bed at dusk, for lack of light. 
»-Although the Government is 
hopeful that Irish industry may 
not be disrupted by lack of fuel, 
less sanguine persons fail to see 
how large-scale unemployment can 
be avoided. In order to relieve 
the distress which seems inevit- 
able, community kitchens will be 
set up in Dublin and other large 
cities to reduce further the con- 
sumption of fuel. 


Farmés Protest. 


Farmers now are protesting that 
they cannot get adequate supplies 
of oil and coal to harvest and 
thresh their crops. Next Sunday 
there is to be a mass meeting of 
farmers in College Green, Dublin, 
to prOtest against the lack of coal 
for threshing. Wood and turf 
will not produce the same results, 
they say. Although the Govern- 
ment allows four hundredweight of 


coal to mill owners, the latter say 


they cannot even get this. The 
Government cannot very well give 
them what it does not have. 


One of Eire’s principal indus- 
tries long has been the export of 
cattle to Britain. In normal] times, 
15,000 head of cattle have reached 
England weekly. Last January all 
such imports form LEire were 
stopped because of foot and mouth 
disease. These recently have been 
resumed, but only at the rate of 
4400 head weekly, and all these 
must be fat cattle. 

The British have no feed to take 
“store cattle,” which they formerly 
bought to fatten in England. Con- 
sequently, there is an abundance 
of cattle in Eire, but this does not 
bring in revenue. 


Unemployment may be somewhat 
reduced by the number of Irish 
who come to Britain to work in 
factories, but owing to many consid- 
erations the British have had to 
control Irish immigration strictly, 
and only those who register with

SEASON FOR RELISH 
AND PICKLES OPEN 


Crisp Bits Have Little Food 
Value but Add Zest to 
Meal. 


Now that the markets are over- 
flowing with cucumbers, small 


white onions, peppers, green toma- 
toes, in fact all the “makings” for 
pickles and relishes, you might 
consider putting by some jars of 
these tidbits. 

Pickles and relishes have little 
or no food value. They are appe- 
tite stimulators and as such have 
a definite place on the menu. Many 
bland foods take on a new air 
when served with a relish of some 
kind. 

For quick-process pickles the 
vegetables are salted down over- 
night to draw out the juices, With 
whole onions a short processing 
period may be substituted. Quick 
process pickles are not so crisp as 
the long-brined pickles and the 
flavor is different but they require 
much less work. 

Here is a quick process recipe: 

Cucumber Onion Rings. 

One peck small cucumbers, 

Two quarts small white onions. 

One cup salt. 

. Vinegar. 

One cup mustard seed. 

Two tablespoons celery seed. 

Two tablespoons peppercorns. 

Slice cucumbers and onions about 
one-fourth inch thick, pack in a 
crock in layers with the salt sprin- 
kled between, and let stand over- 
night. In the morning drain in a 
cheesecloth bag, and press out all 
juice possible. Taste before add- 
ing the vinegar and if too salty 
rinse in cold water. Measure the 
onions and cucumbers and take 
half as much vinegar, heat to the 
boiling point, add spices, and pour 
over vegetables. Pack at once in 
sterilized jars, seal and store in a 
cool place. 

Brined vegetable pickles are 
liked particularly for the crisp tex- 
ture and characteristic flavor de- 
veloped during the brining process. 
The vegetables may be prepared 
either by the short or long brin- 
ing process. In the short brine a 
5 per cent salt solution is used. 
This permits rapid fermentation 
and the process is compiete in 
about two weeks, depending on 
conditions of storage. For a long 
brining a 10 per cent salt solution 
is used. The fermentation is 
slower and is not complete for 
from four to eight weeks. The 
long-brined vegetables are less 
subject to spoilage, and as the 
different vegetables come into sea- 
son they may be put into the brine 
to cure and later combined into 
a variety of pickles. 

To remove salt from the brined 
vegetables ready for pickles cover 
with cold water, let stand over- 
night and drain. [If still salty, 
add fresh water and soak again 
for several hours. Do not attempt 
to remove all the salt. Some is 
needed for flavor. 

Here is a long-brine 
recipe: 

Sweet Mixed Pickles. 

One quart sliced cucumbers, 

One pint sliced onions. 

One pint snap beans, cut. ⸗ 

One-half pint sliced sweet red 
peppers. 

One pint cauliflower cut in sec- 
tions. 

One pint sliced green tomatoes. 

One pint sliced green peppers. 

Freshen the vegetables, chop 
and drain off all liquid. Pour 
over them a pickling mixture made 
as follows: 

Three cups. vinegar, 

One cup water. 

One and one-half cups sugar. 

One tablespoon celery seed. 

One tablespoon mustard seed. 

Two hot red peppers. 

One tablespoon mixed pickling 
spice. 

Mix and bring. to the boiling

WILDLIFE AGENCIES 
CALLED INADEQUATE 


Missourian Tells. Convention 
There Still Is Politics in 
Many State Bureaus. 
Existing agencies for wildlife 


conservation in a majority of 
states were described as inadequate 


to perform their function satis- 
factorily in an address today by 
E. Sydney Stephens, chairman of 
the Missouri State ‘ Conservation 
Commission, to delegates to the an- 
nual convention of the Internation- 
al Association of Game, Fish and 
Conservation Commissioners at 
Hotel Statler. Meetings of the 
association, which opened today, 
will continue through tomorrow. 
Analysis of replies to a ques- 
tionnaire sent to State conserva- 
tion officers, Stephens said, indi- 
cated that wildlife agencies in 30 
states lacked adequate legal au- 
thority to fix policies of wildlife 
regulation and to select and retain 
agency personnel. The question- 
naire revealed that political ap- 
pointments to such jobs are still

Common failures in conservation 
programs Stephens Msted as inade- 
quate education activity, failure in 
co-operation with landowners, and 
absence of research. He said that 
agency personnel in many instances 
was insufficiently trained, assert- 
ing that only 3.8 per cent of 7820 
employes of agencies in 43 states 
possessed technical training for 
their jobs. 

A great existing interest of the 
public in conservation and a great 
desire that conservation progress 
be made, Stephens said, are not 
being exploited by existing wild- 
life agencies. Leadership and 
proper organization are lacking, he 
asserted, and recommended that 
a national group like the National 
Wildlife Federation take the lead 
in guiding state and local agencies 
in proper steps to improved organ- 
ization and better regulatory prac- 
tice. 

A report of progress in co-opera- 
tion between the Federal Forest 
Service and State conservation 
agencies in wildlife regulation in 
national forests was read to dele- 
gates by D. N. Graves, Little Rock, 
Ark. Albert M. Day of the Fed- 
eral Fish and Wildlife Service de- 
scribed the functioning of the Pitt- 
man-Robertson Act for Federal 
aid in state conservation programs.

THE CADETS AND the citizens now are in the process of 
getting adjusted to one another. I talked to an Americus wom- 
an, mistress of a house that has stood so long that the ter- 
mites in the white pillars stop gnawing when “Dixie” is played. 
She was asked by the pastor of her church to have some of 
the English boys in for Sunday dinner and graciously agreed. 
“I'd like to see the letters the boys wrote home,” she said. “I 
am quite sure they said they had just had dinner with bar- 
barians who ate with their fingers, or with misers who were 
afraid to risk the use of their silverware. When the fried chick- 
en was served and the boys tried to manage it with their knives 
and forks, 1 suggested that they use their fingers. When the 
corn on the cob was served they asked me how they should 
eat it and I said for them to pick it up in their fingers. Dear 
me, they did give me such startled looks.” 


A CADET FROM Manchester told me of a most unusual 
experience he had had when asked to Sunday breakfast by 
some hospitable Americans in nearby Moultrie, Ga.

The Child's 
First Day 
At School

UR grandfathers had a word 
hich implied approval of 
wholesome attitudes—forehand- 
edness. People who looked ahead 
and provided for the duties and 
events which they knew to be 
ahead of them were called fore- 
handed, and their neighbors 
thought well of them because of 
thefr good sense and good man- 
agement. 

There is a bit of forehandedness 
all parents ought to take to heart, 
the preparation of their children 
for the first day of school. If 
grown people could know what 
the first day at school meant to a 
new pupil of grade one, they would 
go a long way out of their way to 
help that child. 

These little ones have spent 
their lives close to their mothers, 
in their homes where their needs 
and wants were anticipated, where 
life was adjusted to them, made 
smooth for them, by loving atten- 
tion. The first day of school they 
are sent into a new world of stran- 
gers and strange ways. They may 
not go about as they please, may 
not even get themselves a drink or 
go to the toilet when they want to; 
may not make a move without 
diréction and authority. Wherever 
they turn they meet a strange face 
and a strange situation, and they 
are afraid.

GIVE THEM a better chance 
by breaking down some of this 
strangeness. Arrange to take them 
to the school building and have 
a look at it. Next time get closer 
to it; visit the inside of the school; 
watch the children playing; find 
the way to the drinking fountain 
and toilets. Next time have an 
appointment with the teacher who 
is likely to have this child in her 
class next term and let her make 
friends with this child. to 
have a feeling of familiarity and 
friendliness in the child’s thought 
of school. Then the’ first day will 
not be an ordeal. 

Don’t wait until the term opens 
to prepare the child for the re- 
quirements of entrance. He usu- 
ally needs his birth certificate, 
vaccination certificates. Have 
these papers in readiness, in their 
envelopes. Don’t wait to the last 
minute, on opening day, and dis- 
cover the papers are lost. There 
is no sense in going to the school 
without the required papers, hop- 
ing that the teacher at the desk 
will admit the child without them. 
She won't because the law does 
not allow her to do so. Have them 
ready.

HAVE THE child’s clothes ready. 
Let him wear the shoes and stock- 
ings he is to wear that day. Have 
him wear his suit, or her dress, a 
little while in the house so its fit 
and comfort can be assured. Many 
a child has formed a lasting dis- 
like for school because his feet 
hurt him, because his pants cut 
him, because he wanted a drink 
and couldn’t get it. 

Plan ahead; prepare for this 
great day and do your part to 
make it successful. The teacher 
is ready to do hers, eager to have 
things just right, but she cannot 
make these essential preparations. 
That is mother’s exclusive job.

AST year when 1 protested 

against the useless and sense- 

less annual crop of injuries in 
football, I was told that there was 
“not very much football injury.” 

Inasmuch as reports that vari- 
ous coaches and athletic directors 
give out are often unreliable, I 
employed a clipping bureau to 
send me the records of all football 
injuries. My list is not a complete 
list, I am sure, because my clip- 
ping bureau operates in only one 
section of the country, and in mid- 
season I had to ask for a wider 
distribution. of reports. But even 
go, the summary is appalling. 

I take the liberty of laying these 
results before the fathers and 
mothers whose boys are urged to 
play in high school football. It 
would also apply to college foot- 
ball but the players there should 
be old enough to look out for them- 
selves.

Standard Time 


INCE some places are on 

standard time and others are 

on daylight time, it is essential 
to know how to change from day- 
light time to standard time.

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
HOUGH the national food bas- 
Tite is full to overflowing, mil- 
lions of Americans have too 
little to eat and other millions eat 
unwisely. As has been told repeat- 
edly in recent months, the food 


eaten every day by one-third of 
the 130,000,000 people in this coun- 
try is inadequate for good health, 
And this in spite of the fact that 
we are the best fed nation in the 
world, with advanced knowledge 
of nutrition and the greatest food 
resources on earth. 

In the pinch of a national emer- 
gency, the United States is taking 
stock of her human resources. The 
mobilization for total nutrition is 
on. The campaign is under way 
to build up the efficiency and 
stamina of our people by educating 
them to proper food habits. 

In the smug, stomach-filled satis- 
faction of having “enough” to eat, 
you will probably say “that doesn’t 
mean me.” Hunger and starvation 
to you are desperate and dramatic. 
But hunger can be hidden and 
starvation slow and subtle. Science 
has uncovered starvation in strange 
places; proved that it can exist 
in the penthouse as well as in 
the garret. Malnutrition does not 
mean that people are necessarily 
hungry and faulty food habits can 
bring on a nutritional deficiency 
just as easjly as an empty purse. 

Experts agree that the milder 
degrees of nutritional deficiency— 
those that are neither fatal nor 
completely incapacitating—consti- 
tute the nub of the nation’s malnu- 
trition problem and that in these 
days of stress the mobilization for 
total nutrition is as necessary as 
the building of planes and guns. 

“Defense may be the jolt that is 
needed to reach the indifferent and 
skeptical who refuse to listen or 
who listen but go on eating just 
as they always have,” says Helen 
S. Mitchell, nationally known ex- 
pert on nutrition. “Traditional 
menus and long-established food 
habits do not change in response 
to a lecture or a magazine article. 
It takes a jolt to change these pat- 
terns. Defense may be that jolt. 
We need our maximum man power 
today and elimination of malnutri- 
tion will help to achieve that goal. 
Would that we might have achieved 
it under less tragic conditions, but 
in any case let us build now for the 
future, better nutrition for all times 
—not for just this year.”

ESEARCH professor in nutri- 
R tion at Massachusetts State 

College and now on leave to act 
as nutrition consultant to Paul V. 
McNutt, Co-ordinator of Health, 
Welfare and Related Defense Ac- 
tivities, Miss Mitchell is charged 
with the big job of stimulating 
nation-wide nutrition consciousness 
and the dissemination of nutrition 
information. 

“What we are really doing is is- 
suing a call to the colors to the 
housekeepers, the homemakers of 
the country,” she says. “They will 
do no squads right and drive no 
ambulances. Their job is to learn 
to serve ‘their families the right 
food to attain the best possible nu- 
trition.” 

Hardest part of the nutrition bat- 
tle is convincing the average house- 
wife .that liberal expenditures for 
food-do not necessarily guarantee 
adequate diets. Food dollars must 
be spent wisely—for the right 
things. Statistics show that in or- 
der to eat up to a gold standard of 
nutrition, the American people 
should consume twice as many 
green veegtables and fruits as they

tomatoes and citrus fruits; 35 per 
cent more eggs; 15 per cent more 
butter; 20 per cent more milk, All 
of these are “protective” foods, rich 
in minerals, vitamins, or both. 

“Intelligent, thoughtful men and 
women today realize that there is 
room for big improvement in the 
physical fithess of our population,” 
says Miss Mitchell. “Some may con- 
tend that we are the best-fed na- 
tion in the world. True, we have 
an abundance of food, but it does 
not reach the people who need it 
most, partly because they cannot 
afford to buy it, frequently because 
they do not know or care whether 
the food they buy is adequate for 
good nutrition, 

“Malnutrition is not confined to 
low income groups; poor food hab- 
its exist at all levels, but when 
limited variety and quantity is su- 
perimposed on lack of knowledge 
and interest, the situation is natu- 
rally worse. Our national nutrition 
campaign aims to attack all phases 
of the problem. There is a limit, 
however, to national resources for

subsidizing the food supply for low 
income groups, but there is much 
that can be accomplished by popu- 
lar education in the better use of 
the food dollar at all levels.” 

In the educational field, State 
nutrition committees are co-ordi- 
mating the work of agencies with- 
in the states and in some states 
programs are already in action, 
Volunteer lay organizations are en- 
couraged to organize discussion 
groups and invite professionally 
trained people in their own com- 
munities to assist in their program. 
Some states and communities have 
already worked out teaching aids 
and simple illustrative material for 
nutrition classes. 


For individual effort, Miss 
Mitchell suggests that besides see- 
ing that her own table is set 
nutritionally right, the housewife 
can do her share in the national 
defense program by urging the 
teaching of nutrition and physical 
fitness at all school levels; by urg- 
ing adult education in nutrition 
and food buying and preparation; 
by campaigning for school lunches 
for all children; by sponsoring

Nutritional deficiency 
saps vitality in so insidious a way 
that the victim may be unaware 
that enough is wrong to call a 
doctor. The milder degrees of nu- 
tritional deficiency wreck courage. 
They- undermine the will to do. 
They interfere with sleep, so that 
rest is disturbed. They seriously 
depress resistance to other diseases 
and in women contribute to the 
occurrence of complications during 
pregnancy.” 

It is the victims of these “milder 
degrees” of nutritional deficiency 
that the new nutrition program 
hopes to wake up, the people who

Skin Blemishes 
By Patricia Lindsay | 


HERE is a tendency on the 

part of many mothers, and 

many adolescent girls with, 
blemished skin, to put off until to- 
morrow, the treatment of acne. 
Someone may have told them that 
girls “grow out of the acne skin 
condition,” but that is not to be re- 
lied upon. Legion are the women 
in their twenties and thirties who 
still suffer from acne condition, 
who might have had a truly lovely 
complexion. 

External care of the skin nar- 
rows down to this: Everything 
used on the skin, scalp and hair 
should be sterilized every day. 
That includes brush and comb, 
face’ cloth, complexion brush, and 
powder puffs or any other make- 
ups implement. These things can 
be sterilized by a thorough borax 
washing and a rinsing in water to 
which has been added a safe germ- 
icide. Naturally a fresh towel 
should be used each time one dries 
the face. 

All creams (other than a cor- 
rective formula which may be pre- 
scribed by a physician or skin 
specialist) should be put on the 
shelf for the time being. The pri- 
mary step in acne treatment is 
skin cleanliness., The face should 
be washed with a bland soap and 
water two or three times a day 
and thoroughly rinsed. 

x & ® 

The second rule in the treatment 
of acne is “Hands off the blem- 
ishes'” Through intelligent eat- 
ing (and that is very important) 
an infected blemish will come to 
a head and break without squeez- 
ing. When it breaks it should be 
cleaned out thoroughly with ster- 
ilized cotton and anointed with a 
diluted germicide. And then left 
alone—do not powder or cream 
over it, or by any means apply 
make-up, over it. Let the air and 
sunshine and nature do the job, By 
the way, hours of sunshine on an 
acne skin is the best healer known, 
so see that your face gets the sun’s 
rays if it is blemished, 

Now a word about what you 
should eat. A large percentage of 
acne cases are traced directly to

East started in to “trap” from 
the very first moment that North 
opened the bidding with a club. 
With North-South vulnerable, East 
felt that any fairly high contract 
the opponents reached probably 
could be punished severely, where- 
as there was no assurance that 
he himself could make a game. As 
it happened, however, he overrat- 
ed his defensive strength against 
the three no trump that was finally 
reached, not that anyone can crit- 
icise his penalty double! 

West understood the penalty 
double to mean that East had the 
club suit well stopped, hence 
opened the eight spot. If declarer 
had taken a superficial view of 
the hand and finessed the opening 
lead to his own jack, in order 
to establish four club tricks, the 
contract would have been auto- 
matically beaten. West would 
have taken his club queen and 
shifted to a heart, and declarer 
would have been held to four clubs, 
two hearts, and two spades. 

Declarer made no such error 
in his calculation of needed tricks. 
He saw that four club tricks would 
not be enough and, therefore, con- 
sidered his longer diamond suit 
as the_-source of tricks. He saw 
that if East’s double was sound, 
West probably never could get on 
lead, or at least not until it was 
too late to do damage. Therefore, 
instead of finessing the opening 
lead, the club king was played and 
the diamond jack was then led. 
East won and shifted to a low 
heart. Declarer won and contin- 
ued the establishment of dia- 
monds. East took his second dia- 
mond trick, but then was helpless, 
Declarer, by selecting t)'. proper 
suit to establish, fulfilled bis dou- 
bled contract.

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Economical Menus 
By Meta Given 


VERYBODY knows, nowadays, 

what a rich and _ valuable 

source of iron liver is; but did 
you know that heart is second 
only to liver in the amount of 
iron it contains? Because heart 
is a muscle meat, and not a gland- 
ular meat like liver, it it much 
better liked by some people; and 
it shares with liver the advantage 
over other meats of being almost 
100 per cent edible—no bones, fat 
or gristle. As the most = hard- 
worked of all muscles, heart is 
compact and quite tough. It re- 
quires long, slow cooking by moist 
heat to make it tender and bring 
out its full flavor. That’s why 
Heart Chop Suey is a particularly 
good way to cook heart, and why 
heart is a particularly good choice 
of meat for chop suey. 


Heart Chop Suey. 


One small beef heart or two veal 
hearts, bacon drippings,’ two cups 
meat stock, bouillon or mushroom 
liquor, one small stalk celery 
(diced), four medium _ onions 
(sliced), six large mushrooms (raw 
or canned, cut into small pieces), 
two tablespoons Worcestershire or 
chop suey sauce, salt and pepper 
to suit taste. 

Remove arteries, veins and any 
clotted blood from heart, and wash 
thoroughly inside and out. Cut 
into one-fourth inch ‘lengthwise 
slices and then into narrow strips. 
Dredge the strips well in flour 
and drop into a hot skillet with 
the melted drippings; brown on all 
sides. A deep iron skillet or Dutch 
oven is good to make chop suey. 
Almost cover the meat with stock, 
adding water if the amount is not 
enough, and simmer covered until 
the meat is tender, about one hour. 
Meanwhile, cook the celery in just 
enough hot water to cover. When 
tender, thicken the cooking water, 
using one tablespoon flour blended 
to a paste with cold water for each 
one-half cup liquid. At the same 
time, slightly brown the onions 
and mushrooms in butter or drip- 
pings. Combine all ingredients in 
the skillet, cover, and simmer 
about 10 minutes longer.
